DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . Claims 1 - 1 8 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
fails to teach or render obvious a light emitting diode having all limitations as recited in claims 1 , 
5, 9, and 14, comprising a substrate, a first conductivity type GaN lower cladding layer directly 
over the substrate, an InGaN light emitting layer directly over the lower cladding layer, a second 
conductivity type GaN upper cladding layer directly over the light emitting layer, a contact layer 
over the light emitting layer, an AlGalnSnO system transparent conducting oxide layer as a light 
transmitting layer directly over the contact layer, a second electrode formed over the light 
transmitting layer, and a first electrode formed on an exposed portion of the lower cladding layer 
or formed underneath the substrate.
